LONDON, July 15.—The German high command reported to- 
day thata powerful Red Army on the southern front has joined the 
Russian “March on Berlin” with a smashing new offensive on the 
approaches to the fortress of Lwow, artd a Nazi commentator 
warned his countrymen that the “days of the great storm have 


arrived. 


The reported new assault, which German broadcasts acknowledged had 
achieved a “small number of local penetrations,” would put the Russians on the 
offensive along an almost continuous front of some 900 miles from the Gulf 
of Finland to the foothills of the Carpathians with the avowed objective of 


smashing through 
Germahy. 


Red armies on the north-central 
invasion route to Berlin were 
storming the ancient Polish fortress 
of Grodno from three sides with 
one column within artillery range | 
of the disputed 1939 border of East 
Prussia. 


OPEN “EXPECTED ATTACK” 


The German high command com- 
munique said the Russians “went 
over to the expected attack” on the 
southern front yesterday between 
tarnopol and Luck, 60 miles east 
southeast and 88 miles northeast 


of Lwow, one of the biggest com-| 


munications hubs in Europe and key 
stronghold on the southeastern in- 
vasion route to Berlin. 

“They were repulsed in fierce 
fighting and numerous tanks were 


knocked out,” the communique 
said. “Single breaches were sealed 
off.” 

Other German broadcasts 


acknowledged local penetrations 
in the Nazi line, but sought to 
belittle them with the asserting 
that they were unimportant “be- 
cause the first impetus of the 
assault was stemmed along the 
whole line.”

Power Lines 


REGINA, July 15--(CP)—The 
Saskatchewan C.C.F. government 
aims at taking over all existing 
electrical power lines in the prov- 
ince, Resources Minister J. L. 
Phelps announced last night. 
Steps in this direction, however, 
would be gradual, he said in an 
interview. 

“We believe in compensation, not 
confiscation,” the minister said, 
adding “our ultimate goal would be 
development of a complete prov- 
incial hookup to provide electrical 
power to the entire province.” 


ADDRESSES CONVENTION 

Mr. Phelps referred to the pro- 
posed power development at the 
Saskatchewan section C.C.F. con- 
vention where delegates unanim- 
ously urged the port of Churchill 
North America’s most northerly 
ocean port, be turned over to the 
three prairie provinces for devel- 
opment 

Immediate federal action in re- 
questing the Imperial parliament 
amend the Statute of Westminster 
so that Canada could legally 
amend its constitution, the Brit- 
ish North America Act, also was 
requested. 

The minister and six members of 
the legislature conferred earlier 
yesterday with L. A, Thornton, com- 
missioner of the Saskatchewan 
Power Commission which operates 
more than 50 per cent of power 
lines, on the whole question. 

Mr. Phelps did not disclose re- 
sults of the conference. 


MONEY BIG PROBLEM 

At the ninth annual convention of 
the C.C.F. late yesterday Mr. Phelps 
said in regard to government oper- 
ation of all power lines that “we 
face the same problem as the Lib- 
eral government—where is the 
money to come from?” 

Power lines operated outside 
the power commission include the 
National Light and Power Com- 
pany, Moose Jaw, municipal 
plants and several small compan- 
ies, mostly in southern Saskatche- 
wan, The minister declined to 
name private or municipal plants 
that would be affected. 

The power commission previously 
purchased some companies in build- 


ing its present network,” he said 
“We might purchase one a year or 
even less than that.”

Beauty vs. Propriety 


There is a refreshing directness—even 
naivete—about the language in which the 
public safety commissioner of Long 
Branch, New Jersey, announces that the 
police have been ordered to chase off the 
Streets all females more than 16-vears-old 
attired in bathing suits or shorts. The 
commissioner says this: 

“We are tired of seeing 200-pound 40- 
year-old mammas trying to make them- 
selves pin-up girls.” 

Now this official order of the day is 
delightful because it approaches the mat- 
ter of feminine undress in public from a 
new and more wholesome angle. 

Hitherto officialdom has pretended 
that the regulations governing the public 
exposure of the female form have been 
based on propriety. This Long Branch 
commissioner is very frank in admitting 
that his prohibition is purely aesthetic. 
He will not permit female adults to parade 
the streets of his city in shorts, not be- 
cause he fears for the public morals, but 
because he fears for the public taste. 
There is nothing inherently evil about the 
scrawny or over-upholstered shank; but it 
is unappetizing. 

This is civic zeal at its best. This is the 
public spirit in excelsis. It is one of the 
few laws—not based on the Mosaic tra- 
dition, but on the eminently reasonable 
presumption that boredom is almost as 
deadly as sin.

Session 

Two hours later, Henry went in 
for his Jong-awaited session with 
the President. FRD now had to 
face the job of firing Henry him- 
self. Most of the time, they talked 
about China, Siberia and the Pa- 
cific. Finally, as Wallace was about 
to go, the President asked him how 
he felt about running again 

“As I told you before I left,” Wal- 
lace replied, “that’s entirely up to 
you.” 

The president then remarked that 
various people had talked to him 
on both sides of the subject 

“Ellis Arnall of Georgia was in 
here and said that, if you're my 
running mate, it won't lose us a 
vote. Others have been in to tell 
me you might hurt the ticket.” 

“The last thing I want to do is 
hurt the ticket.” Wallace replied 
“If you want me to pull out, I'll 
do so immediately.” 

“No, Henry,” replied the presi- 
dent, “I don’t want you to pull out. 
However, Im going to announce 
my candidacy in the next day or so, 
and the situation is different from 
1940. If this were a peacetime elec- 
tion, I'd insist on your being with 
me or refuse the nomination my- 
self, But I'm a war president and 
1 can't do that now. However, I'll 
do anything that you think will 
help.” 

Wallace then suggested that 
FDR. issue a statement saying 
that he favored him for vice presi- 
dent 

The president countered by sug- 
gesting that this might hurt rather 
than help. He suggested that, in- 
stead, he might up the party 
leaders in New York, Illinois, New 
Jersey, Tennessee and Missouri and. 
ask them to go down the line for 
Wallace 

But Henry felt that a simple 
statement fr the president that 
he wanted Wallace for vice presi- 
dent would be more effective 

“Unless you issue a statement.” 
explained Wallace, “I shan’t run. I 
don't care about being vice presi- 
dent unless it ll help you and 
help the nation.”

And Mine

One might be completely un- 
aware of rickets were it not that 
noticeable bending of the long 
bones shows up the bones’ softness, 

Many a mother worries herself 
sick about the so-called bowed legs 
of her infant, but real bowlegs re- 
sult when the child begins to stand. 
Then if they bow out or in (knock- 
knees) one must judge that in some 
way the diet is not providing the 
bones with the materials necessary 
for sturdy growth, The age at 
which the baby stands, of his own 
accord, does not cause bowlegs, for 
many a child well-nourished and 
vigorous, begins to walk around 
his pen at 6 to 7 months. 

\f crooked legs develop after 
the child has begun to walk, then 
it is well to consult the doctor to 
determine in what way the diet 
may be faulty. Some mothers 
have a feeling that vitamin DO, ef 
itself, is sufficient to prevent the 
development of rickets. It is 
vitamin O pius the diet, which is 
responsible for good bon.. tooth, 
and nerve heaith. The diet has to 
be sufficient to provide the min- 
era! supplies, then the vitamin OD 
aids the body to make the best 
possible use of them. 


Mrs. M. H. is worried about her 
niece’s newly developed knock- 
knees. “I have urged my sister to 
see a doctor,” she explains. “but 


she said that children of this age 
22 years! often appeared to be 
knock-kneed and grew out of it. It 
couldn't possibly be from a defici- 
ency of vitamins as in addition to 
an ample and varied diet she re- 
ceives a large glass of orange juice 
and two kinds of concentrated vit- 


amin D drops. Maybe vitamins 
aren't all they are cracked up to 
be.” 

One takes vitamins to provide 


the deficiencies that are ordinarily 
present in the diet. Vitamin D, 
especially, because of the impossi- 
bility of getting enough from sun- 
light or diet alone during the rapid 
growth years; vitamin C, because 
much of the modern diet 
ooked; vitamin B, when too re- 
fined foods are being eaten 

But the doctor is the one to 
decide whether these are real 
knock-knees or only apparently 
so Some thin children with 
large knee joints might look as if 
they had knock-knees and these 
would disappear when the knees 
were more generously cushioned

| $O CHILOREN STILL HAVE THE 
CROUP? 

My attempt to drop spasmodic 
or “catarrhal” croup—just because 
I seldom receive a request for in- 
| formation about it, and formerly a 
| good many such requests came in 
the mail the year around—failed 
It seems I was moving too fast. No 
less than five readers assured me 
their children have croup or have 
had it within the past year or two 

A reader writes 

“LT have had 130 boys in the past 
17 years, and each year there have 
| been several sessions with croup 
I can find no reason for it, no al- 
lergy, no cold, no exposure. I have 
found one thing seems to ease the 
attack—I turn the boy off the side 
of the bed so head and arms hang 


down. This sounds silly, but it 
seems to work.” 
A young mother writes from 


Southern California - an equable 
climate—that her youngest son had 
croup often for two years, a child 
across the street has it, and the 
little boy and girl next door have 
it. It wouldn't astonish me more if 
I were to develop rabies, gout, ner- 
vous exhaustion or too much acid 
in my blood one of these Jays. But 
after all, croup is a complication of 
the ‘eri, some acute respiratory in 
fection, and in the ideal equable 
climate, it seems, kids are coddled, 
yes, kids and older folk too, quite 
as much against sunshine, skyshine 
,and air as they are jn the worst 
climate. But I'll hold my horses 
and tet this Southern California 
mother explain about croup, which 
I had hoped might be in process of 
extinction: 

“My husband finally fixed a ther- 
mostat on an electric heater that 
kept the temperature from making 
too sudden a drop in the children’s 
room at night. We haven't had 
croup since. Of course he may 
have outgrown it anyway.” 

Croup is otherwise called spas- 
modic croup, spasmodic laryngitis 
or catarrhal croup 

Tetany and spasmophilia and en- 
larged tonsils and adenoids are all 
frequent states in children who are 
subject to croup, and for preven- 
tion and correction of any and all 
of these factors I advise giving 
every growing child an adequate 
daily ration of calcium and vitamin 
D. whether the child ever has an 
attack of croup or not 

Since it is too early to drop the
